Ivir.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Vital  statistics  for  the  year  1963  are  recorded  first  in  this 
Report  and  variations  from  the  figures  anticipated  are  dis- 
cussed in  the  text.  An  insertion  has  been  made  on  this 
occasion  to  take  note  of  information  which  appeared  in  the 
1961  Census  report  on  the  County  received  towards  the  end 
of  1963.  This  extract  of  statistics  on  elderly  persons  may 
have  particular  value  when  making  future  housing  plans. 
Limited  It  may  be,  and  subject  to  change  it  certainly  is,  but 
only  when  actual  figures  are  required  does  it  become  appar- 
ent how  difficult  It  IS  to  ascertain  the  numbers  of  elderly  in 
the  community.  Here  at  least  is  a guide  to  the  proportions. 
They  support  the  belief  that  the  Council  has  made  as  good 
provision  for  the  elderly  as  anyone  could  foresee,  with  the 
generous  emphasis  that  has  been  laid  on  bungalows  and  flats. 
The  attempt  to  supplement  this  conventional  housing  for  the 
elderly  with  a group  of  one-bedroomed  flats  embodying 
certain  welfare  features  provided  by  the  County  Council  has 
been  sadly  delayed  however.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  pos- 
sible to  report  better  progress  next  year  with  this  scheme  to 
provide,  for  the  more  frail  elderly,  excellent  facilities  on  a 
central  and  level  site  in  Cleator  Moor. 

Delav  has  dealt  hardly  also  with  the  extensive  schemes 
which  will  eventually  transform  sewage  disposal  in  the 
District.  Progress  with  the  Central  Area  scheme  is  at  least 
steady  if  slow  but,  in  relation  to  the  vast  amount  of  work 
put  in  by  the  Council  and  the  numerous  other  participants  in 
the  Northern  Area  plans,  little  has  been  achieved.  This  is 
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a particularly  anxious  matter  when  the  tide  o£  housing  de- 
velopment has  long  overtaken  the  ability  o£  the  present  anti- 
quated, inadequate  and  dilapidated  system  to  dispose  o£ 
sewage  effectively  and  without  offence. 

The  improving  situation  in  water  supplies  continues, 
and  housing  and  slum  clearance  have  continued  to  make 
progress  as  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health 
inspector  will  show.  Clearance  Orders  were  made  in  respect 
of  several  groups  of  property  in  Cleator  Moor,  Egremont, 
Distington,  Lamplugh,  Parton  and  Weddicar,  and  a Com- 
pulsory Purchase  Order  confirmed  in  the  case  of  nineteen 
houses  in  Cleator.  The  Council  has  again  considered  the  ad- 
visability  of  appointing  a Housing  Manager  m view  of  the 
growing  amount  of  Council-owned  property,  and  decided 
against  it.  There  are  good  arguments  for  and  against  this 
step  but,  from  the  perhaps  rather  narrow  view-point  of  hous- 
ing welfare,  1 am  rather  sorry  that  the  matter  has  again  been 
deferred.  A full-time  Housing  Manager  should  be  in  a 
position  to  prevent  some  of  the  difficulties  that  are  apt  to 
arise,  and  deal  with  them  before  they  become  established 
problems.  The  position  will  no  doubt  be  clearer  when  the 
present  very  full  housing  programme  is  completed. 

It  may  be  noticed  that  this  introduction  refers  principallv 
to  conditions  in  the  District.  The  year  indeed  was  pleasantly 
free  from  health  incident,  and  notified  infectious  disease  was 
at  a very  low  level  except  for  a wave  of  measles. 

My  work  has  again  been  made  easier  by  the  good  offices 
of  all  Members  of  the  Council  and  the  Chairman  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committee  in  particular. 
To  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  and  colleagues  in  other 
departments  my  thanks  are  once  more  due.

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Infant  deaths  and  cancer  mortality  receive  separate  refer- 
ence. The  death  returns  under  other  headings  show  no  ex- 
cessive mortality  due  to  any  one  cause. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths.  The  maternal  mortality 
rate  fon  England  and  Wales  in  1963  was  0.28  per  1,000  total 
live  and  still  births. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  adjusted  death  rate  shows  an  un- 
expected leap  upwards  from  the  crude  rate  given  in  Table  i. 
The  explanation  is  that  the  area  comparability  factor  applied 
by  the  Registrar  General  takes  account  of  the  feature  which  is 
evident  in  the  extract  of  Census  figures  given  at  the  end  of 
the  Statistical  Summary.  It  is  argued  that  the  District  has 
proportionately  about  only  four  fifths  as  many  persons  over 
63  as  the  whole  country,  and  not  much  more  than  three 
quarters  as  many  people  over  73.  This  characteristic  favours 
the  local  crude  death  rate,  as  it  is  in  the  nature  of  things  that 
more  old  people  die  than  young.  To  enable  one  to  compare 
death  rates  from  place  to  place  the  death  rate  is  adjusted  to 
what  It  would  be  if  the  proportions  of  people  in  every  age 
tjroup  were  the  same.

The  reasoning  is  sound  but  the  validity  of  the  adjusted 
death  rate  in  any  one  year  is  not  easily  verified.  The  popu- 
lation figure  employed  is  an  estimate  and  would  not  reflect 
the  evidence  locally  of  a slight  migratory  tendency  of  late. 
Nevertheless  it  is  undeniable  that  the  total  of  deaths  in  1963 
was  high,  and  the  adjusted  figure  must  be  much  nearer  the 
truth  than  the  crude  rate  for  the  District.

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The  majority  o£  infant  deaths  resulted  from  prematurity 
or  congenital  malformation.  The  number  of  deaths  from 
prematurity  is  not  considered  to  be  unduly  high  since  some 
took  place  in  very  immature  infants  of  unusually  low  birth 
weight.  Stillbirths  were  few,  and  the  perinatal  mortality 
figure  of  27.9  was  less  than  the  England  and  Wales  rate  of 
29.3. 

Two  infants  were  lost  through  want  of  attention  at  birth. 
In  these  cases  the  mothers  deliberately  concealed  the  births; 
there  is  no  legal  requirement  for  a mother  to  seek  ante-natal 
attention  or  to  make  arrangements  for  the  delivery  nor,  for 
that  matter,  would  such  a requirement  prevent  deaths  of  this 
nature.

Cancer  deaths  have  so  long  tended  to  be  below  national 
levels  in  Ennerdale  Rural  District  that  an  unusually  high 
mortality  from  this  cause  is  striking. 

Although  lung  cancer  deaths  are  well  to  the  fore  the 
principal  increase  was  in  fatal  conditions  of  the  gastro-intest- 
inal  tract.  Cancer  of  the  stomach  in  particular  was  about 
twice  as  frequent  as  usual. 

In  view  of  the  long  latent  period  in  the  development  of 
some  cancers  it  would  be  hasty  to  conclude  that  cancer  of  the 
stomach  is  on  the  increase.  It  is  only  too  easy  to  show,  as 
described  in  the  1962  Report,  how  lung  cancer  has  increased 
inexorably  over  the  years,  but  for  stomach  cancer  future 
figures  must  be  awaited.  At  present  it  can  onlv  be  said  that 
an  analysis  of  the  sex,  age,  occupation  and  place  of  residence 
of  the  1963  cases  indicated  that  the  high  proportion  of 
stomach  cancer  was  due  to  chance  factors  only.

Use  IS  made  of  the  bacteriological  facilities  at  White- 
haven Hospital  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  R.  Dallachy,  and 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  the  Cumberland 
Infirmary  directed  by  Dr.  D.  G.  Davies..  Analytical  services 
are  provided  by  Messrs.  Ruddock  and  Sherratt,  Public 
Analysts,  Warrington. 

(c)  Local  Health  Authority  Services. 

Medical  services  provided  under  Part  III  of  the  Nation- 
al Health  Service  Act  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Cumber- 
land County  Council.  Information  about  the  provision  of 
Home  Nursing,  Home  Helps,  Immunisation  and  other  ser- 
vices IS  available  at  the  office  of  the  Area  Medical  Officer, 
Area  Health  Office,  Flatt  Walks,  Whitehaven.

A number  of  ante-natal  clinics  are  conducted  by  general 
practitioners  at  tbeir  own  surgeries  in  conjunction  with  the 
disti'ict  midwife. 


Attendance  at  the  consultant  and  other  special  clinics 
at  Flatt  Walks  is  by  appointment  only.  Sessions  are  held 
as  follows;  paediatric,  ophthalmic,  ear,  nose  and  throat,  orth- 
opaedic, child  guidance,  speech  therapy,  hearing  assessment 
and  training,  and  chiropody. 
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The  Training  Centre,  Flatt  Walks,  has  65  places  for 
subnormal  children,  and  there  is  a temporary  Adult  Training 
Centre  at  Meadow  View  pending  the  completion  of  new 
premises  at  Distington. 

(d)  Hospital  Services. 

In  this  section  of  the  Report  it  has  been  customary  to 
give  a formal  list  showing  hospital  bed  availability  in  White- 
haven. This  IS  now  discontinued  with  the  development  of 
hospital  services  on  an  area  basis.  It  is,  indeed,  apt  to  be  out 
of  date  in  the  face  of  the  continuing  process  of  transferring 
facilities  to  the  2;rowino;  new  West  Cumberland  Hospital. 
This  will  be  the  d strict  general  hospital,  fulhlhng  the  aim  of 
concentrating  services  in  a unit  large  enough  to  provide  a 
full  range  of  specialties  and  an  emergencv  service  at  all  times. 

Departments  already  in  use  are  medical,  maternity, 

X v' 

orthpaedic,  psychiatric,  chest  and  geriatric.  In  prospect  are 
the  closure  of  The  Hollins,  Meadow  View  House  and  Gale- 
mire  Hospitals.  Whitehaven  Hospital  is  to  provide  interim 
geriatric  accommodation  and  may  ultimately  becom.e  a 
geriatric  day  hospital.

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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CmCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

A report  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  on  the 
work  of  the  year  has  been  submitted  and  will  be  found  at 
the  end  of  this  report. 

Water  Supplies, 

The  completion  of  major  improvements  in  the  availability 
and  the  treatment  of  water  supplies,  commenced  by  the 
Council  and  completed  under  the  aegis  of  the  South  Cumber- 
land Water  Board,  was  reported  on  in  1^62.  Further  im- 
provements were  made  in  1963  and,  following  the  introduc- 
tion of  chlorination  of  the  Owsen  Fell  supply  Cogra  Moss 
IS  now  the  only  public  supply  in  the  District  yet  to  be  chlor- 
inated. 

Cogra  Moss  did  in  fact  show  some  falling  of!  in  the  year 
due  to  deterioration  and  inadequacy  oF  the  filter  media  at  the 
treatment  works.  Overhaul  of  the  filters,  and  increasing;  their 
number  from  three  to  four  by  installation  of  additional  plant, 
restored  the  qualitv^  of  this  source  to  its  usual  excellence  and 
improved  die  supply  to  Arlecdon  and  Kirkland.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  It  will  also  become  a chlorinated  supply  in  due 
course. 

Distribution  to  Moor  Row  was  improved  by  connection 
by  new  mam  to  the  Ennerdale  Lake  supply,  the  accompany- 
ing disconnection  from  the  Pallaflat  reservoir  reducing  the 
load  on  Wormgill  and  improving  the  pressure  in  the  supply 
to  Bigngg. 

A long-desired  amenity,  a piped  water  supply  to  Nether- 
wasdale  (Strands  V illage)  was  obtained  by  connecting  a mam 
to  the  pipe  supplying  the  United  Kingdom  Atomic  Energy 
Authority  from  Wastwater.  It  is  chlorinated  and  giving 
good  samples,  but  is  not  shown  m the  current  table  of  samp- 
ling results. 
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Other  measures  taken  were  disconnection  of  die  Lamb 
Hill  spring  supply  so  that  the  whole  of  Parton  is  now  supplied 
with  water  from  Ennerdale  Lake,  and  the  provision  of  a new 
supply  to  Rottington  from  Ennerdale  Lake  via  the  Sandwith 
reservoir.  This  should  prevent  the  liability  to  failure  of  the 
original  Rottington  supply  which  intermittently  plagued 
residents  and  farmers  in  that  area. 

Following  this  summary  of  the  water  supply  situation  in 
1^63  IS  the  table  showing  how  water  is  distributed  in  the 
area,  together  with  the  results  of  sampling.  This  tabulation 
is  brief  and  consequently  does  not  show  that  where  a major 
supply  yielded  an  unsatisfactory  sample  at  the  final  point  of 
distribution,  some  intermediary  reservoir  or  part  of  the  mains, 
was  usually  in  question.  Sampling  results  are  assessed  in 
conjunction  with  the  results  of  samples  taken  by  the  Water 
Board  at  source  before  and  after  treatment,  this  comparison 
being  facilitated  by  the  mutual  exchange  of  all  sampling  re- 
suits.  Despite  the  satisfactory  results  of  sampling  overall 
It  was  felt  that  the  number  of  samples  was  inadequate.  Ar- 
rangements  were  made  accordingly  to  increase  it  in  iqfiq.

During  1963  none  of  the  major  sewerage  schemes  for 
the  District  made  rapid  headway  though  some  very  useful 

of  dealing  with  numerous 
small  and  unsatisfactory  disposal  works  m the  more  thinly 
populated  areas. 

Northern  Area  (Distington,  Moresby,  Lowca,  Parton). 

It  was  reported  previously  that  after  the  consideration 
of  several  schemes  by  the  Council  and  the  County  Council 
the  system  incorporating  treatment  by  sludge  activation  had 
been  submitted  for  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment approval.  At  the  meeting  with  the  Ministry’s  Engin- 
eering Inspector  enquiring  into  the  scheme  in  July,  1963:  the 
Council  was  requested  to  make  further  revisions. 

The  revised  scheme  prepared  by  the  County  Engineer 
consists  of  full  treatment  by  settlement  followed  by  oxidation 
in  an  activated  sludge  plant,  secondary  settlement,  and  dis- 
charge to  Lowca  Beck  of  an  effluent  complying  with  the 
modified  standard  proposed  by  the  River  Board.  This  was 
approved  by  the  Council  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  once 
more,  an  event  which  marked  the  end  of  the  matter  for  1963. 

Centrae  Area  (Arlecdon,  Enzington,  Cleator  Moor, 

Cleator,  Bigrigg,  Moor  Row  and  St.  Bees). 

The  main  scheme,  serving  all  the  foregoing  parishes 
except  St.  Bees,  has  been  previously  reported  at  length.  The 
Consultant  Engineers’  scheme  for  St.  Bees  included 

(I)  replacement  of  the  existing  short  sea  outfall  by  a new 
outfall  further  south; 

(II)  partial  treatment  of  the  sewage  and  control  of  dis- 
charge by  storage; 

(ill)  removal  of  sludge  by  tanker  to  the  proposed  Cleator 
Bridge  works; 

(iv)  provision  of  treatment  plant  near  the  Gasworks; 


work  was  done  on  the  problem 
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(v)  replacement  of  existing  mam  sewer  from  near  Pow 
Beck  to  the  new  works  and  provision  of  a new  inter- 
cepting sewer. 

This  scheme  in  turn  was  the  subject  of  full  discussions 
between  officers  of  the  Council,  County  Council,  River  Board 
and  Consultant  Engineers  before  approval  by  the  Council  and 
submission  to  the  Ministry  for  consideration.  Some  delays 
arose  in  the  detailed  planning  through  negotiations  over 
access  to  the  land  as  ownership  of  the  approach  road  could 
not  be  established.  This  has  been  settled  but  agreement  to 
go  ahead  could  not  be  reached  in  1963. 

Considered  as  a means  of  disposal  the  new  scheme  is  in- 
finitely superior  to  the  existing  crude  and  objectionable  dis- 
charge on  the  beach  between  high  and  low  water  marks.  It 
can  be  predicted  that,  properly  operated,  the  proposed  works 
will  have  an  effluent  which  is  safe  to  discharge  in  sea-water 
at  the  planned  depth  and  there  will  be  no  aesthetic  objection 
for  beach  users  whatever  the  state  of  wind  and  tide. 


The  proximity  of  the  proposed  treatment  works  to  the 
village  makes  it  essential  however  that  to  avoid  nuisance 
arising  there  must  be  no  departure  from  the  scheme  of  work- 
ing planned.  Screening,  settlement  and  sjudge  digestion, 
with  removal  of  the  sludge  to  the  new  works  at  Cleator  by 
tanker  once  or  twice  weekly,  are  entirely  unexceptionable  in 
the  plant  designed  for  this  scheme.  But  it  will  need  to  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  sludge  drying  beds  are  to  be  provided 
only  for  emergency  use.  This  reserve  has  been  advised  by 
the  Consultant  Engineers  in  the  event  of  climatic  conditions 
preventing  the  removal  of  sludge  to  Cleator  where  it  can  be 
properly  dealt  with. 


This  proviso  must  be  strictly  adhered  to  since  the  air- 
drving  of  partially  digested  sludge  or  the  storage  of  sludge 
which  IS  inadequately  dried  inevitably  lead  to  nuisance.  It 
should  rarely  be  necessary  to  invoke  it. 
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Arlecdon/ Lamplugh  Areas. 

At  the  time  of  the  1961  Report  none  of  the  small  dis- 
posal plants  was  satisfactory.  These  are  now  in  course  of 
replacement  or  renovation,  and  considerable  improvemenc 
has  taken  place  already.  The  modern  works  at  Winder  Gill 
has  been  put  into  good  order  and  now  drains  the  Skelsceugh 
part  of  Winder,  Arlecdon  Parks,  and  Waterloo  Terrace  as 
well.  A new  works  has  been  constructed  at  Chapel  Row  to 
serve  Rowrah,  and  a new  works  is  beins;  built  to  dram  from 
Low  Arlecdon  in  place  of  the  obsolete  tanks  and  filters. 

In  a year  or  two  it  is  hoped  to  tackle  the  Kirkland  area 
of  Lamplugh  where  the  final  treatment  is  now  by  land  irri- 
gation, after  which  the  small  works  at  Cross  Gates  mav  be 
improved.

The  foregoing  notifications  appear  as  a matter  of  record. 
They  are  of  little  epidemiological  significance,  though  it  is 
rather  easy  to  pass  off  measles  as  a trivial  condition  in  view 
of  the  effective  treatment  available  for  most  complications. 
Nevertheless,  occasional  disabilities  and  disasters  do  ensue 
and  the  possible  introduction  of  an  acceptable  measles  vaccine 
which  has  been  foreshadowed  is  awaited  with  interest.

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Notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  numbered  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year;  there  was  one  case  fewer  in  non- 
pulmonary  notifications  so  that  the  total  for  this  district  is 
again  gratifyingly  low.

For  some  years  now  bovine  tuberculosis  has  been,  for 
practical  purposes,  non-existent  in  the  area  and  the  occasional 
infection  of  organs  other  than  the  lungs  is  normally  by  the 
human  bacillus.  No  means  has  been  developed  for  the  early 
detection  of  such  cases,  a fact  which  is  emphasized  by  the 
accepted  role  of  Mass  X-ray  in  controlling  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis in  a few  short  years.  Consequently  the  outstanding 
2:ain  has  been  in  curbino-  infection  of  the  lungs.  The  home 

o 

contact  screening,  so  useful  in  detecting  other  respiratory^ 
cases,  cannot  uncover  the  silent  infection  of  other  parts  of  the 
body  to  anything  like  the  same  degree. 

Treatment  of  both  respiratory  and  non-respiratory  cases 
has  advanced  spectacularly,  but  for  advances  in  prevention  of 
the  latter  we  seem  to  be  dependent  on  the  continued  overall 
decline  of  lung  infection  and  the  further  growth  of  a pro- 
tected population. 
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For  protection  by  B.C.G.  vaccination  we  look  chiefly  to 
the  County  Council’s  scheme  for  testing  and  giving  vaccine 
to  schoolchildren.  This  work  continues  steadily  and  Table 

j 

13  shows,  as  expected,  a further  reduction  in  the  number  of 
children  who  have  been  exposed  tO'  infection.  It  follows  that 
the  number  of  susceptibles  is  rising.  Paradoxical  as  it  may 
seem  the  work  of  protection  increases  as  tuberculosis  declines, 
and  this  commitment  can  be  regarded  as  permanent,  )ust  as 
diphtheria  immunisation  remains  necessary  to  prevent  the 
re-emergence  of  diphtheria.

After  two  years  of  rather  disappointing  attendance  at 
Mass  X-ray  sessions  the  numbers  rose  in  1963.

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H.  Clearance  AreaP. 

The  rehousing  from  Egremont  Clearance  Area  No.  21 
was  completed.  Ten  Clearance  Areas  comprising  sixty  six 
houses  were  confirmed  and  rehousing  commenced  from  these 
and  also  from  the  prefabricated  bungalows  at  Bankend  View, 
Bigrigg  and  Beck  Green,  Egremont.  In  one  small  Clearance 
Area  rehousing  was  completed. 

I.  House  Letting. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty  seven  houses  were  let  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Council’s  “Points  Scheme”  one  hundred  and 
fifty  seven  to  tenants  and  eighty  to  sub-tenants.  Seventeen 
houses  were  allocated  to  applicants  nominated  by  the  Council. 
Thirty  nine  families  residing  in  Council  houses  were  trans- 
ferred into  houses  more  suitable  to  their  needs. 

J.  Imparovement  Grcaits. 

In  an  effort  to  publicize  improvement  grants  and  to  per- 
suade more  owners  of  property  to  take  advantage  of  them  and 
improve  their  houses,  a house  to  house  survey  was  carried  out 
of  areas  of  property  considered  suitable  for  improvement. 
An  attempt  was  made  to  find  out  wherever  possible  the 
reasons  for  disinterest  of  owners  or  occupiers.  An  interested 
owner  was  given  information  in  detail,  leaflets  and  applica- 
tion forms,  owners  were  contacted  where  a tenant  showed 
interest.  Of  the  three  hundred  and  four  houses  visited,  one 
hundred  and  ninety  five  were  eligible  for  grant  and  thirty 
four  owners  interested.  The  principal  cause  of  disinterest 
appeared  to  be  age  of  either  owner  or  tenant;  the  improve- 
ments being  desired  by  younger  families. 

The  more  new  houses  built  and  old  houses  modernized, 
the  more  the  difference  between  these  and  those  incapable  of 
improvement,  but  still  regarded  as  “legally  fit,”  becomes  ap- 
parent. Is  It  too  early  for  a new  look  at  the  existing  legal 
standard  of  fitness  with  its  negative  outlook,  could  a positive 
standard  not  to  be  substituted,  similar  to  the  twelve  points 
standard  . . . “Each  room  properly  lighted  . . . have  an 
internal  water  closet  . . . bathroom  etc.”  Whilst  this  would 
probably  ring  the  death  knell  of  a few  hundred  cottages  in 
the  area,  which  are  incapable  of  improvement,  their  loss 
would  be  mourned  by  few\ 
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inspection  and  Supervision  o£  Food,

Of  the  above  premises  25  are  registered  for  the  prepara- 
tion or  manufacture  of  sausages,  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or 
preserved  food,  and  93  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  There  are 
two  registered  manufacturers  of  ice  cream. 

Seven  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken,  two  Grade  I, 
three  Grade  III,  and  two  Grade  IV. 

A complete  survey  of  the  Inns,  Hotels  and  Licensed 
Clubs  in  the  area  was  completed.  The  survey  was  limited  to 
the  condition  and  repair  of  the  bar — its  condition  of  repair  and 
cleanliness,  provision  of  adequate  glass  washing  facilities, 
storage  of  food  (where  sold)  and  personal  washing  facilities; 
beer  cellar — condition  of  repair,  pipe  lines  and  general  clean-

to  situation  and  access,  lighting,  ventilation  and  construction. 
Of  the  one  hundred  and  ten  premises  fourteen  were  regarded 
as  satisfactory  in  all  respects,  the  remainder  following  m 
varying  degrees  below  this  standard.  Informal  talks  with  the 
owners  followed  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  two  premises 
had  been  closed  and  in  nineteen  premises  work  of  improve- 
ment had  been  carried  out  or  was  in  progress. 

Condemned  open  food  is  dealt  with  by  incineration, 
tinned  goods  are  either  opened  and  burnt  or  buried  intact.

Fifty  inspections  were  made  to  twenty  three  houses.  The 
method  of  dealing  with  verminous  premises  by  supplying 
insecticides,  instructing  occupiers  in  their  use  and  in  general 
principles  of  hygiene,  continues. 

Control  of  Rats  and  Mice  : 

The  contract  for  the  treatment  of  the  Council’s  property, 
which  includes  sewers  and  tips  continues  and  is  working 
satisfactorily.  Included  in  the  work  is  the  treatment  of  tips 
during  the  summer  months  against  fly  and  insect  infestation.
